Tuberculosis has

tenth of all the deaths in the U nit­ 
ed States are due to tuberculosis 
To say nothing of the 
broken 
hearts, the annual economic los- 
from this cause has been estim at­ 
ed at a billion dollars. 
The presence in the body of th* 
:»rm of tuberculosis is net always 
follower] by the disease tuberculos­ 
is, There enters into the m atter a n ­ 
other factor, and that is the re ­ 
sistance of tno individual. 
Autopsies performed on a very 
large num ber of persons who died 
of diseases other than tuberculos­ 
is, show' evidence of the disease in 
more than 90 per cent, one ob- 
observer says in 98 p -r cent of all 
rases. We nowr believe th a t in one 
form or enother most persons are 
infected at some time during their 
existence, usually early in life. 
Fortunately, the 
majority 
of 
those infected 
with 
tuberculoids 
have within themselves the po»*r 
to resist the disease. But if this re ­ 
sistance is broken down the germ 
becomes active and 
the 
patient 
yields to the disease. 
That is the reason why it. is so 
im portant for us to 
guard 
the 
health if we wish to avoid 
this 
terrible affliction 
That 
is 
why 
poverty, poor food, bad housing, 
overwork, 
worry, 
intemperance 
and dissipation pave the way for 
the disease. All these things lessen 
the resistance 
of th« individual, 
allowing the ever-present germs to 
become active. 
Tuberculosis usually attacks per­ 
sons In early adult life. Its m ortal­ 
ity is greatest between the ages 
of 25 and 35. In other words, when 
the individual should 
be of the 
greatest u?e to the world and when 


he has the largest num ber of de­ 
pendents, th a t is the very time h* 
yields to this dreadful disease. 
Tuberculosis is both p reventabl« 
and curable. We can guard ourselv­ 
es from tuberculosis by maintain! 
good health which increases our 
natural immunity. 
We can guard 
against infection by avoiding con­ 
tact with persons having the dis­ 
ease and who are careless in ex­ 
posing others. 
Th«*» is HO *p«Hffr- r ij,-« f«r- fU- 
berculosis. There is no drug which 
alone w ill affect its course, nop 
has a serum or vaccine been pro­ 
duced which will control it. The 
cure of the disease resolves itself 
into the upbuilding of the individ­ 
ual and 
improving 
his 
general 
health so th at the natural 
im ­ 
munity which every one possesses 
will bring about the arrest of the 
disease. 
It is gratifying to know th at tu ­ 
berculosis is much less prevalent 
and less fatal than it used to be. 
We are learning how to live and
